The air 
fleets encountered no enemy aerial 
opposition.

120 Russian Girls, Slaves of Nazi, 
Freed byCountrymen;Get Revenge

AT THE ODER RIVER, Feb. 6. 
(By Wireless) -Our car was stop- 
ped by a group of excited women. 
They were bareheaded and in 
rags, blue with cold and barefoot, 
although the concrete surface of 
the motor highway stung with 
frost and was swept by an icy 
wind. 

The gaunt, staPved faces of 
these women flushed with joy and 
beamed with solemn _ serenity. 
They surrounded our car gnd the 
smallest and thinnest of them all, 
a girl with enormous dark eyes, 
suddenly seized the huge, callous- 
ed hand of a soldier who accom- 
panied me, and pressing it to her 
lips, murmured, “Dear, dear coun- 
trymen.

Under 
present law, revenue certificates 
can be issued by council, while 
bonds have to be voted on by the 
people, it was observed. 

Floor Leader Durden, of Dough- 
erty, answered “those who would 
impune the motives of the consti- 
tution redrafting commission,” by 
stating the commission merely re- 
tained “the some wordage in the 
constitution that was passed by the 
legislature and approved by the 
people in 1943.”

A program of winning the war 


and building the peace for 139,000 
business and professional men, 
members of Kiwanis Internation- 
al. was blueprinted yesterday by 
- Ben S. Dean, president of the in- 
ternational service organization. 

Kiwanians in the United States 
and Canada, who in 1944 contrib- 
uted 60,000 pints of blood plasma, 
sent 10 million packages of cig- 
arets overseas, and sold more than 
a billion war bonds, have two 
principal objectives, according to 
Dean. They are: to prevent war 
lag after V-E day by using their 
influence to build morale on the 
home front, and to build public 
opinion through community lead- 
ers for a just and lasting peace. 

“The senate kept us from joln- 
ing the League of Nations 25 
years ago by claiming that they 
had public opinion behind them. 
This time we must see that they 
realize the American people are 
behind an international peace or- 
ganization,” said Dean in a speech 
before the Atlanta Kiwanis Club 
at the Ansley hotel. 

Expressing disturbance about 
pessimism concerning feasibility 
of such an organization, Dean 
pointed out, “Never in the history 
of the world have all the peoples 
of the earth wanted one thing so 
much ,.. peace. If we are ever 
to have universal peace, it will be 
now.” 

. But this peace cannot come from 
old world empires or buffer states. 
It must come through the common 
consent of the nations of the 
world, he added. 

A citizen of Grand Rapids, 
Mich., Dean is an advertising ex- 
ecutive and former newspaper- 
man. He was elected head of the 
club, after 16 years as a member, 
at the 1944 Chicago convention. 

“In order to build this public 
backing of a wise peace organi- 
zation, Kiwanis has developed a 
program on international peace 
terms, designed for use as panel 
discussions or public forums. 
Along with other educational 
matter, it is hoped that this will 
materially aid our citizens in form-

“The Navy today wants more Corsairs 
than ever before,” Rex B. Beisel, general 
manager, said.

The nation’s favorite correspondent 
makes no bones about it—he’s scared. 


“It’s not that I have a premonition that 
death’s going to catch up with me,” Ernie 
said before a Navy plane flew him out of 
the Golden Gate to cover the war in the 
Pacific. “It’s nothing more than any foot 
soldier in the line feels. You know that 
every one of you is running the chance of 
being killed.

lace as one of them. He would not go along with the “purge.” A 
number of the White House lieutenants were annoyed at Wallace’s 
obduracy. Wallace’s unto-operative attitude was what led Harry 
Hopkins, who alsé came from Iowa but had never voted there, into 
one of his political blunders as WPA administrator: the public in- 
dorsement of the New Deal candidate in a primary contest which, 
except: perhaps in Iowa, has long since been forgotten. 


Two informed and reputable journalists, writing about that time 
a@ sort of who’s who in the New Deal, did not even count Wallace 
as a New Dealer. They classified him as an outsider, comparable 
to Jim Farley if less openly hostile to the New Dealers, with whom 
the real New Dealers kept in touch through a liaison man who 
was trusted in both camps. 3 

After the purge campaign, as 1940 drew nearer, some of Wal- 
lace’s friends began to look around for ways of identifying their 
candidate as a man who was not unfriendly to labor. They made 
some progress. In the showdown on the vice presidential nomi- 
nation in 1940, some labor leaders, chiefly CIO, were working for 
Wallace, but perhaps chiefly because he was the President’s choice. 
It was not until about a year ago that the CIO really embraced 
Wallace as a champion of labor. In the showdown on the vice 
presidential nomination at the 1944 convention, many other labor 
leaders were cool toward him. 


: Wallace has enjoyed right along the sup- 
Business Support port of a good many of the intellectual 
liberals. He has also attracted a number of important businessmen 
who do not run with the NAM pack and, apparently, a good many 
smaller ones scattered around over the country. As secretary of 
commerce he undoubtedly will try to build up a larger following in 
the business community, which contains a good many forward- 
looking men. Some of them have come to say in substance what 
Wallace says in different words. But his oratorical flourishes still 
frighten them. 


Sen. Pepper has forecast that within one year after Wallace has 
become secretary of commerce, the attitude of the business com- 
munity, or part of it, toward Wallace will change. 


The Democratic party cannot win national elections without the 
support of a considerable majority of organized labor. But organ- 
izer labor alone cannot elect a president. Even if it were much 
more nearly united politically than it is, it would not be properly 
distributed or numerous enough. A winning Democratic ticket 
nationally must have, also, a slice of the farm and urban white- 
collar and middle-class vote. 


Wallace may not have what it takes to 
Farm Background win and hold strong middle-class and farm 
support. He does not seem ever to have gripped the imagination 
of the farmers as a political leader, with the notable exception of 
the Farmers’ Union crowd. But he has a farm and middle-class 
background. He is a small businessman. And, as secretary of com- 
merce, he will have to propose and do many things which will give 
the business community, at all levels, a better chance to judge him. 


The issue of “full employment” with which Wallace has identi- 
fied himself will be with us for a good many years to come. Some 
of the current disagreements over the means of achieving and 
maintaining it,may not come to a head during Roosevelt’s fourth 
term. With so many pent-up needs, here and abroad, and so much 
pent-up purchasing power, full employment may be maintained for 
several years after the war without any extraordinary measures on 
the part of the government. The excitement of Wallace’s more 
extreme opponents and more enthusiastic supporters may there- 
fore be premature. 

The picture of him and his objectives that,one gets from both 
the extremes seems odd to many who have wafthed Wallace during 
his 12 years in Washington. It seéms as distorted as the notion 
of some of the 1938 vintage of New Dealers that Wallace was not 
a real liberal.

Thére is, facing me through the office window 
out of which I stare when ideas are difficult to 
come by or the wanted phrase proves elusive, 

On the roof of that building is a flagpole and, 
fluttering in the breeze, is that banner of stars and stripes which 
symbolizes so much for all free people—and all who hunger for 
freedom. 

When Americans who had been prisoners of the Japanese on 
Luzon island for 32 months were rescued, just a week ago, the 
sight of the white stars and the white and red stripes brought 
constricted throats and tear-wet eyes. Some trembled with the 
emotion that gripped them at that sight. 

“It cut right through me—the flag,” said S. Sgt. Clinton Goodbla, 
of Longview, Wash. 

Reading that story I looked, not absently, not with vacant eyes 
and mind seeking merely an idea, but with emotion of my own, at 
the flag fluttering from the flagpole across the way. 


And I tried to capture, in my own heart, the emotion that had 
brought sobs of happiness to Sgt. Goodbla and his companions, the 
511 American and other allied prisoners who saw that flag, on 
Luzon, for the first time since the surrender at Bataan and on 
Corregidor, nearly three years ago. . 

Of course, I couldn’t do it. Who, living in safety and comfort 
here, with the sight of the free flag a commonplace, wifh the 
privileges of life under its protection as accepted a fact as the air 
we breathe, could fully understand the emotions of those men?

Never again let us scorn those who display open emotion as the 
Stars and Stripes pass by. Never again let us be ashamed of tears 
that dim our eyes as we glimpse its colors.

When some city or section is 
shamed by rioting or epidemic 
crime and violence, and officials 
and commentators, for reasons of 
politics or prudence, are unwilling 
to reveal the truth, they say the 
trouble-makers are “just teen-age 
boys.” This usually means, or is 
‘intended to mean: “It isn’t any- 
thing serious; just childish pranks 
‘by innocent kids who don’t realize 
‘what they are doing.” 

That may soothe the public 
mind, but f gives a wrong impres- 
“teen-age boys” — which 
usually means boys of 15, 16 and 
17, old enough to feel mannish but 
not quite old enough to be in uni- 
form. 

Teen-age Chinese boys, one of 
them only 13, are driving Stil 
well’s tanks and mowing down 
Japs with a joyous enthusiasm 
seldom seen outside the air force. 
A colonel who has fought with 
armies of eight nations say of 
“They are the bravest and 


ever seen.” When they are wound- 
ed and hospitalized, they must Le 
kept under guard or they will 
sneak back to the front. 
Teen-age Russian boys are serv- 
ing mobile guns on the eastern 
front and others of their kind 
‘served with the guerillas behind 
ithe German lines all through the 
‘occupation, sleeping in the snow, 
enduring incredible Lardship, pull- 
ing the very whiskers of death and 
slaughtering Huns with the cold 
ferocity of tough veterans. 
Teen-age French and Dutch and 
Polish boys, many in their first 
‘teens, are the couriers and some- 
‘times the executioners of the des- 
perate and fearless underground 
‘that never faltered or lost hope 
'when Europe lay prostrate and 
‘helpless. Their deeds of daring 
‘and cool, steadfast courage have 
‘not been surpassed even by the 
‘Commandos and Rangers. 
| It is high time for us to revise 
‘our opinion of these teen-age in- 
‘fants. A boy of 15 may be a sissy 
tied to Mamma’s apron strings, or 
‘he may be a seasoned man, with

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Will Russia Enter Jap War? 


NEW YORK.—At the rate the war is going, we should have 
the final death grip on Japan at the end of 1945, in case Germany 
collapses within the next two months, and then Russia comes into 
the war against Japan, 


Now, when both Germany and Japan face a last-ditch defense, 
Japan is fooling herself if she thinks Russia will not come in. 
Russia will. 


Why? What is there in it for Russia? 


Do not forget that, first, there is the huge puppet state of Man- 
chukuo, formerly the Chinese province of Manchuria, which Japan 
swiped from China. Manchukuo has a population of 35,000,000, and 
is capable of supporting twice that number. 


Only three-fifths of Manchukuo's 28,000,000 acres of land capable’ 
of cultivation is under tillage.. Manchukuo has vast mineral wealth, 
including gold, iron, coal, magnesite and oil shale. These resources 
will be very useful to Russia in_any future five-year plan of eco 
nomic development in northeastern Asia. ‘ 


Second, there is the Korean peninsula within reach of Russia's 
long arm. Korea is Japan’s bridge to Asia. Third, with Japan 
knocked out of Asia and disarmed, Russia will have no further 
worry from the old enemy who won over her in the Russo-Japanese 
war 40 years ago. 


In her planning Russia, will naturally time her entry into the 
war against Japan to coincide with when the going is best for her 
own interests; She has an eye on our own progress toward the goal 
of the Japanese home islands. We can blow Japan’s fleet off the 
sea at any point it may concentrate, 


Though the Japs may try to hold out on Bataan we have the 
bases in the Philippines which will enable us, in combination with 
British naval and carrier forces from the Bay of Bengal, to cut 
Japan off from all her island conquests. 


That we have to consider seriously, though we have the Japa- 
nese ground forces*on Luzon wiped out, or under tight siege cut 
off from home bases. And consider, too, that the Japanese home 
islands have not yet been subjected to as much bombing as Ger- 
many already had been 18 months ago. 


: Russia will not come in until we have Japan 
Russia Ready? sufficiently groggy, and she is sure of lend- 


lease to back her effort. 


With Russia in, we might so encircle Japan with air fields and 
cut off her communications that we might bomb and starve her out. 


. The hope we may do this rises with the Tokyo admission the people 


are clamoring for more food. And we do not know yet how long 
Germany can prolong her desperate last-ditch resistance. 


Under the shadow of the Russian threat, while the bombing 
of her home islands becomes heavier, Japan wonders whether we 
will strike next with our huge, irresistible sea-and-air armada in a 
landing on Formosa, the Chinese coast, or,on one of the home 
islands. 


At the conference of the Big Three, Stalin must have his eye on 
the western front where Gen. Eisenhower’s armies are breaking 
through on the Siegfried line in developing a broad offensive. The 
question is whether we shall reach the Rhine before the Russians 
have put the Oder behind them and have Berlin under their guns. 
They are not only thrusting a spearhead toward Berlin, but are 
driving on a broad front over all north Germany. 


If the Allies can force the collapse of ore 
thaw holds up operations, then, in the spring, Russian troops and 
supply trains may be moving toward Manchukuo’s border. When 
Russia will strike at Japan will also depend upon the amount of 
lend-lease she receives. The argument for giving it to her will be 
to shorten for us the war'with Japan. And getting the final death 
grip on Japan in 1945 depends too upon how heavily we put our 
shoulders to the wheel to supply our men on both fronts with the 
needed ammuntion, equipment and food.

SAN FRANCISCO.—Well, here 
we again. 

It’ has been four months since 
I wrote my last column, from 
France. In four months of non. 
production a writer gets out of 
the habit. He forgets the rhythm 
of words; falls into the easy habit 
of not making himself think or 
feel in self-expression. 

This first column is @ man-kill- 
er. Your mind automatically re- 
gents the task of focusing itself 
again. Your thoughts are scatter- 
ed and you can't get them to- 
gether to put onto paper. Words 
come hard. You have to think 
again. You curse the day you 
ever took up writing to gmake a 
living. 

So until I'm once more im- 
mersed im the routine of daily 
writing, and tran ted once 
more into the one-track world of 
war, I'm afraid you'll have to be 
tolerant with me.

I won't stay 
with the Navy for the duration— 
probably two or three months, and 
then back ashore again with my 
noble souls, the doughfoots. 

Security forbids telling*you just 
what the plans are. But I can say 
that I'll fly across the Pacific, and 
join ship on the other side. Aboard 
ship I'll be out of touch with the 
world on long cruises. It may be 
there will be lapses in the daily 
column, simply because it’s impos- 
sible to transmit these pieces. But 
we'll do our best to keep them 
going steadily. 

I haven’t figured out yet what 
I’m going to do about seasickness 
I'm one of those unfortunates with 
a terrific stomach on land, but one 
that turns to whey and jelly when 
I get aboard ship. I know of 
nothing that submerges the muse 
in a man as much as the constant 
compulsion to throw up. Perhaps 
I should take along my own oil 
to spread on the troubled waters. 

Friends warn me about all 
kinds of hofrible diseases in the 
Pacific. About dysentery, and ma- 
laria, and fungus that gets in your 
ears and your intestines, and that 
horrible swelling disease known 
as elephantiasis. 

Well, all I can say is that I’m 
God’s gift to germs. Those fungi 
will shout and leap for joy when 
I show up. Maybe I can play 
the Pied Piper role—maybe the 
germs will all follow me when:! 
et there, and leave the rest of the 

ys free to fight. 

So what with disease, Japs, sea- 
sickness, and shot and shell—you 
see I’m not too overwhelmed with 
relief at starting out again. 


But there’s one thing in my fa- 
vor where I’m going; one thing 
that will make life bearable when 
all else’ is darkness and gloom.

GALLUP POLL 


Majority Favors Roosevelt Plan To Draft Nurses 


By GEORGE GALLUP 
Public Opinion. 

PRINCETON, N. J.—President 
Roosevelt's proposal that nurses be 
Grafted to serve with the Army 
and Navy finds substantial ap- 
proval from the American public, 
judging by the results of a public 
opinion survey just completed. 

Approximately three persons out 
of every four in the poll expressed 
approval of taking this drastic step 
to end the nursing deficiency in 
the armed forces, The President 
made his proposal in his annual 
message to congress early last 
month. 

The country's reaction was 
sounded by the Institute in the fol- 
lowing poll: " 

you approve or disapprove 
of the proposal now before con- 
gress to draft nurses to serve with 
the Army and Navy?" 

The vote is: 

Approve - 
Disapprove 19 
No Opinion 8 

The Institute concurrently con- 
ducted another poll on the issue, 
using the so-called “open” type of 
question, namely: “What is your 
opinion of the proposal now be- 
fore congress to draft nurses to 
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73%

An analysis of the replies ‘shows 
that 73, per cent indicated an at- 
titude favorable to drafting nurses 
if volunteering proves inadequate. 


The results above constitute a 
poll of the eligible voting popula- 
tion in civilian life, excluding serv- 
icemen. 

In making election predictions 
the Institute must of necessity cor- 
rect the cross-section or sample to 
cover only the estimated percent- 


age of eligible voters who will ac- 


tually vote. In 1944 the Institute’s 
final election report was based on 
a sample of 47,000,000 estimated 
civilian voters, and came within 
1.8 per cent of absolute accuracy 
in forecasting President Roose- 
velt’s winning majority in terms of 
civilian votes. '

Mrs. Ickes had known Mr. Allen 
about five years in the status of 
client and had expressed great 
confidence in his driving. The 
car was no livery limousine but 
a desert Ford and renting and 
driving for hire was Mr. Allen's 
means of a livelihood for himself, 
his wife and their five minor chil- 
dren. 

Preoccupied, perhaps, with 
problems of inheritance in Chi- 
cago where contention soon de 
veloped over the distribution of 
his late wife’s millions, our cur- 
mudgeon couldn’t find time to go 
to New Mexico. However, in due 
course and in disciplined obedi- 
ence to that grasping character 
with which he has publicly and 
somewhat proudly endowed him- 
self in the title of his book, the 
voice and spirit of the New. Deal 
did file a suit against the estate 
of Mr. Allen. He demanded $7,- 
500 on the general ground that 
Mr. Allen had been a public car- 
rier, not unlike a rich and soulless 
corporation operating a railroad. 

Meanwhile, however, the dis- 
trict attorney had investigated the 
accident and a coroner’s jury, aft- 
er an inquest, had fixed no 
blame. 

Mr. Allen, was a one-man busi- 
ness of the type for whom the 
hearts of the New Deal, in par- 
ticular the hearts of Henry Wal- 
lace, Sidney Hillman and the 
Communist Political Education 
Society, now bleed. He left an 
estate of $6,441, including two life 
insurance policies, for the protec- 
tion of his wife and children. 

Business, however, is business 
and, true to the principles which 
have been his guide from the day 
when he succeeded to the luxur- 
ious estate of the dispossessed first 
husband, the conscientious miser 
in Washington pressed his claim. 
Moreover, he might have taken 
his pound of flesh but for a pecu- 
liar kink in the law of New Mex- 
ico which held that the right to 
sue expired with the defendant 
unless the suit had been filed be- 
fore his death. Mr. Allen had died 
of his own injuries within a few 
days and the avaricious Mr. Ickes, 
with so many other property in- 
terests at loose ends, had delayed 
too long. 

The residue of Mr. Allen’s es- 
tate, after his debts had been paid, 
was $696. And the thought that 
Mr. Ickes might have had it for 
himself but for an error of tim- 
ing is one that wrings my own 
great and mushy heart for him. 

Of all the stories told of Mr. 
Ickes by himself and others, this 
one seems most fully and poig- 
nantly to express the soul of the 
man who has served us as watch- 
man over our morals and motives 
and describes himself, inadequate-

Overplay Their Hand 


WASHINGTON.—From ‘the standpoint of polit- 

| ical strategy and technique, those conducting the 
current campaign against Henry Wallace, inciud. 

ing their volunteer helpers, are about to overplay their hand; that 
is, if they are trying to tear down the former vice president as a 


political factor. 

This, at least, is the view of 
some astute politicians who do not 
feel very deeply about him one 
way or the other, but who are 
intrigued by the build-up he is 
getting. They wonder whether Re- 
publicans are smart in lending 
such a helping hand. 

In the senate the anti-Wallace 
crusade bore the Democratic tag. 
The leadership was provided by 
two southern Democrats, Senators 
Bailey, North Carolina, and 
George, Georgia, through Repub- 
licans were counted upon for the 
lion’s share of votes. ; 

But, in the house, Republicans 
are taking the lead in a maneuver 
to try to force the senate to de- 
feat the former vice president as 
secretary of commerce when it 
comes to a showdown, March l. 
To the bill already passed by the 


senate to divorce the lending 
agencies from the Commerce De- 
partment, they would add other 
restrictions, among them repeal of 


President Roosevelt’s war power| 


to shuffle bureaus and agencies 
akout. Their argument is that 
this precaution is necessary to pre- 
vent the President from transfer- 
ring other agencies to the Com- 
merce Department if Mr. Wallace 
is confirmed, 

They figure—and probably cor- 
rectly—that the President would 
veto a bill repealing this war pow- 
er, though he has assured congress 
he would sign a bill separating the 
federal loan agency from the Com- 
merce Department. 

If Mr. Roosevelt vetoed the bill 
because of provisions added by the 
house, then the lending agencies 
still would be left under the Com- 
merce Department, and conse- 
quently the senate then would re- 
ject Mr. Wallace. 


Mixed up in this little plot is 
the persistent Rep. Rankin, Dem- 
ocrat, Mississippi, who climbed on 
to what looked like a good thing 
and can bring some of his south- 
ern bloc along with him. He can 
furnish legislative know-how for 
the anti-Wallace plot. He is 
clever that way. 

He gets a lot of credit, even if 
Republicans don’t gain much by 
having him along. 

What about Mr. Wallace in all 
this? : 

Well, in the first place, the for- 
mer vice president has achieved a 
big build-up ‘through the fight 
against him. ‘It has rallied and 


solidified his supporters, and has 


to attract to help him with the 
common folks. 

It is possible that Republicans 
are unaware of the wide follow- 
ing that Mr. Wallace has in the 
country. But perhaps they are, 
and perhaps they are taking this 
means to try to kill-him off for 


the 1948 Democratic Presidentia! 
nomination. Or maybe they are 
trying to build him up for the 
Democrats, figuring he will be 
easy to beat, 

Anyhow, he is being built up, 
as any senator’s mail shows, and, 
from the reaction, it is one of the 
quickest build-ups a fellow ever 
} got. 

Suppose he is rejected by the 
senate. This will only give him 
another wave of publicity to add 
to his prestige with those who like 
him—and they are many—just as 
his build-up really began when he 
was dumped at Chicago. 


It is argued that out of public 
office he will not have the oppor- 
tunity and the forum to further 
his campaign. But Wendel! L. 
Willkie did very nicel, in keep- 
ing himself before the public with- 
out a public office. Furthermore, 
Henry Wallace has a larger 
nucleus of support, and perhaps 
an even more earnest sort of sup- 
port, a good deal of it well or- 
ganized already, organized to such 
an extent that he should be in a 
position to veto the 1948 candi- 
date if he can not win the nomi- 
nation himself,

“But we also share an obliga- 
tion to plan for the future so that 


the eventual end of the war will) 


not find us unprepared for the 
complex problems of reconversion 
or the monumental challenge of 
the postwar years.” 

In reply to the question as to 
whether additional relaxation of 
building restrictions could be fore- 
seen, he said, “We are still] very 


deep in war. It is our intent te 
pull out of the restrictions as soon 
as possible but, of course, the war 
needs come first.” 

The NHA administrator, whose 
visit here was shortened from a 
week to'one day, declared that 
his. opinion of the south’s post- . 
war housing possibilities has not 
changed. He believes the south 
to be a very promising section and 
shares the optimism of those who 
believe it has great housing pos- 
sibilities in the postwar era.

The bill provides for the estab- 
lishment of wage councils in in- 
dustries, empowered to.fix wages 
over the next five years..:

One of the 
stumbling blocks to a change, it 
was understood, is’ the fact that 
a large number of the buttons are 
now on hand for distribution.
